Helden,  the  first  quoted,  was  an  English  layman  of  the 
17th  century,  not  less  distinguished  by  the  profound 
learning  of  hia  writings  than  the  greatness  of  his  po¬ 
litical  career.  He_waa  called  by  Grotius  “  the  glory 
of  England.”  Walton,  the  author  of  the  celebrated 
Polyglott  Bible,  has  probably  never  been  surpassed, 
perhaps  never  equalled,  in  his  know  ledge  of  the  original 
languages  of  the  Scriptures,  and  their  cognate  dialects. 
Bishops  Lowih,  Horsley,  and  Middleton,  are  among  the 
most  distinguished  names  of  modern  times.  Geddes 
was  a  man  of  great  learning,  nominally  a  Roman  Ca¬ 
tholic,  but  of  Unitarian  views.  His  testimony,  with 
that  of  the  learned  Dr.  Taylor,  is  therefore  as  impar¬ 
tial  as  it  is  strong  and  unqualified.
